A Game of Speculation. 

Buroly two yoars havo elapsed sinco 
tho world was olcctriOod by tbo mar- 
vollous tales ot fortuno'a frolics in 
Bombay. Sheer aceidont — the break- 
ing out ot tho civil war in America 
and tho consequent cossation of tho 
cotton supply — had boon tho moans, 
in a fow months, of producing an or a 
of prosperity and atlluoncounparalolled 
in tho history of commorco. Cotton 
growers and brokers in tho Presidency 
rovellod in riches ncquirod without 
any skill or merit on their part, as if 
tho " floavons had rained wealth upon 
thorn." Tho quantity of cotton ship- 
pod in 1SG4-5 did not exeood tho ship, 
wonts of 18G0-1 by more than sovon 
per cont., while tho value roso during 
tho samo period from X7,000,000 to 
£30,375,000— a cloar gain of over 300 
por cont. With this enormous addi- 
tion to tho wealth of tho country, it is 
not to bo wondered at that thoso upon 
whom tho fates smilod so auspiciously 
should drink deep of tho drogs of ox- 
citomcnt, and not knowing how to 
employ (.heir suddonly acquirod for- 
tunes should bo guilty of placing 
goldon tiros upon their carriago whools 
and gratifying freaks and fancies of 
tho wildest and most ostontalious 
character ; but a speculation frenzy 
soon seized upon tho people, and spread 
its baneful influences among all classes 
Joint stock companies lor starting 
mills, banking companies, ship-build- 
ing companios, numorous companies 
for reclaiming land, financial associ- 
ations, and other scandalous under- 
takings on a gigantic scalo wero inau- 
gurated, shares wero taken up with 
tho greatest avidity, and men's heads 
wero turned with visions of sudden 
fortunes to bo mado of worthless 
papor. Shares ot £500 (paid up) in 
visionary land companies actually re- 
alised in somo instances a premium of 
£5,500. The condition of affairs at 
this timo and the collapse that 
inevitably ousuod aro thus vividly de- 
picto I by tho London Spectator. " Tho 
potty gains of honour, industry wero 
despised, prudonce, forethought, os- 
porionco wore forgotton ; and all ranks 
and classos, abandoning their proper 
business, madly jostlod ono anothor in 
tho furious raco for wealth. Society 
was utterly dislocated ; no ono re- 
garded tho customary restraints of dig- 
nity and solf-respoct ; Government 
servants high in station bowed tho 
knoo to successful nativo speculators, 
and solicited the company of European 
adventurers, whom in former yoars 
hoy would not havo doignod to speak 
to ; and even English ladies might 
sometimes bo seen canvassing pro- 
moters, in order to obtain tho gift of a 
fow shares for their liego lords. Tho 
popular insanity may bo supposed to 
havo reached its climax, when a clor- 
gyman, speaking from tbo pulpit, had 
his mind so occupiod with meditations 
on tho various fortunes of tho share 
market, that ho affectionately warned 
his bearers not to bo dissatisfied with 
tho ' allotments ot Providence,' Such 
was the rago for no «v companies, and 
ultimately tho carelessnoss how they 
wero designated, that by tho end of 
the year 1SG1 there wero about thirty 
banks and almost twice as many finan- 
cial associations in tho city of Bombay, 
all, with two or throe' honorable ex- 
ceptions, having no other business to 
do than that of buying and soiling ono 
another's shares. When tho crash 
oamo (and, by a singular fatality, tho 
first message received in Bombay 
through tbo Persian Gulf cablo an- 
nounced Lbo approaching termination 
of tbo American war), tlio collapse .vas 
sudden and awful, in proportion to the 
wildnoBB of tlio previous excitement. 
Every one wanted to roali/.e at once, 
and it was then found that no one 
possessed anything but valueless 
paper. Tbo destruction that overtook 
tho multitude of bubble companios can 
bo compared only to tbo vanishing ol 
Xerxes' host : — ■ 

• flu countL-d them at break of day ; 
Aud, when the bun net, where were they?' " 
What a lesson does " this strange 
ovontful history " teach us ! \Vo aro 
accustomod to smilo pitifully upon tho 
ignorance and gullibility of our fore- 
fathers who became tho victims of the 
groat i "South Sea Bubblo'' and other 
Bimilar swindles, but tho present onr, 
lightened age has proved itself to bo 
equally wanting in judgment and 
as susceptive of doooption and fraud 
as were they. On this vory coast we 
havo soon tho mischievous rosults of a 
unreal speculative mining mania, and 
thoabusos that may bo mado of for- 
tune's favors, while, to como nearer 
homo, may we not justly consider 
whether our present retrogression and 
depression are not tho natural effects 
ol causes of a elosoly similar nature 1 



Public Morals in Montana. 

The Montana Post, of tbo 20th alt, beads 
the following correspondence with " Pistols 
and CoHee for Two." " Uenerul " Meagher, 
the challenging party, who meets with tho 
excollont rebuff from tho editor, is the well- 
known expatriated robol who was sent by 
tbo British Government in 1848 to Vau 
Dieman's Land, and having broken his pitrole 
of honor, oscaped to the Stales, where he 
lias Eineo been cutting all kinds of capers.

tho next number of that paper, an ample 
apology, such as ho will approve of; or, de- 
clining to do that, to make immediate ar- 
rangements with him lot - affording mo that 
satisfaction, which, from your recent associa- 
tion with gentlemen in military life, it is, 1 
presume, entirely unnecessary for mo to par- 
ticularize.

I infer from your 
language that you consider that 1 have been 
guilty of circulating the alleged falsifications 
in regard to my interview with Dr Daems. 
1 desire to inloim you that f cannot comply 
with any of the requests or demands which 
you have made. As the editor of Ike 
Montana Post, it is my right and duty lo 
criticise the t facial conduct ol public men. i 
always act in pursuance of the most upright 
motives, and, if you a'o negligent in the per- 
formance of your tasks as the Secretary of 
our Territory, you cannot escape censure. I 
may be misinformed by the citizens concern- 
ing yourself; but I am not only ready, but 
anxious to rectify any mistake diat is pub- 
lished in the columns which 1 supervise. If 
you will write any communication, in which 
my errors are pointed out, it will be publish- 
ed with pleasure. If you decline to adopt 
this method, the law and courts will allord 
you u complete redress. 

I understand without any explanations 
your denigns. I notify you formally, as I 
stated to Dr Daems privately, that 1 regard 
a duellist as a murderer ; that tho miscalled 
code of honor is a relic of barbarism and ig- 
norance ; that it is contrary to the spirit nt 
our republican institutions, and that I could 
not stultify myself by attempting to take the 
life of a man against whom I have no feel- 
ings of enmity. You have seen fit to send 
me a challange, although you knew that I 
could not and would not accept it. I am as- 
tonished that one who lills a post of national 
importance, and whose chief task is the exe- 
cution of the statutes, should try to incite mo 
to commit tho capital ollonso of murder. I 
shrink with awe at tho dreadful possibility 
that I should ever bo compelled to shed the 
blood of any individual. 

You allude to my " military life." During 
my term of service in the Eleventh Regiment 
Mass. Vols., I never witnessed or heard of 
any duel in our glorious army. I will not 
disgruoe my record. You may publish me 
as a coward, but my scars, of which this in- 
clement storm reminds me, will proclaim that 
the charge is false. Two warrants and three 
commissions, which were received by me 
during the Irtie rebellion, for my services in 
twenty-one battles and skirmishes, will com- 
pletely refute the statement. 

Io conclusion, I will assert that your letter 
and conduct do not intimidate me in any de- 
gree. While I occupy my post as editor, 
your official acts will bo examined, and 1 
shall havo no hesitation in expressing my 
views regarding them.

Speech of HIaximilli.nl. 

City of Mexico, September, 19, 18GG. 
The anniversary of Mexican independence, 
Kith more than usual magnificence. In tho 
morning tho Emperor, together wilh Iho 
royal household, civil and military dignitaries, 
foreign Ministers and others, celebrated high 
uiiifs at the cathedral. Tho inmense build- 
ing was crowded to its utmosu capacity, and 
the ceremonies were of the most imposing 
character. After the services ot tho ca- 
thedral wero over a grand review was hold 
upon the Plaza do las armas of all tho troops, 
native and foreign. In the aftorno^n the 
theatres wero thrown open gratis to tho 
poople, and about ten thousand wero treated 
lo a bull fight, the first which has taken placo 
in this city lor Bix months. In Iho evening 
the Grand Plaza was crowded, principally by 
the lower order, to witness tho display of fire- 
works. 

In the morning tho Emperor received at 
tho Palace a largo deputation of citizens, the 
foreign Embassies and Consuls, military 
officers. Council of State, the cabinet aud 
city officials. Senor Lacunsa, President of 
the Council of State, in behalf of the deputa- 
tion, a feeling and highly patriotic address lo 
the Emperor, to which bis Majesty replied ae 
follows: 

" Mexicans — Now, for the third time ns 
chief of the nation, I colebrato with you, 
wilh pleasure and enthusiasm, our great and 
glorious family lestivul. In these days of 
patriotic remembrances it is always a neces- 
sity on my part to address frank and lailblul 
words to my patriotic fellow-citizens, and to 
participate With them in ilia general rejoic- 
ings. Fifty-six yoars have passed since was 
heard the first cry of our nation's new birth. 
It is a half century during which Mexico has 
been struggling for her independence and 
pacific coiisolidatioo. Tho time seems long, 
undoubtedly, lor patriotism is justly impa- 
tient ; but in the history of a poople just 
coming into life il is simply the period of a 
severe apprenticeship which every nation 
must undergo il it wishes to be one day great 
and powerful. Without blood and without 
affliction there are no great human triumphs, 
no political developments, no durable pro- 
gress. Tho lesson which this first period of 
our Irco history addresses to us is that of 
ultimate sacrifices, of cordial, generous and 
frank union, und more than all, immutable 
faith in our success. 

Let all loyal patriots support with energy, 
each in bis sphere, tho great work of re- 
generation. Then my labors will not bo 
sterile, and I will be able to follow, con- 
scientiously, the difficult path on which I 
have entered. Let them havo confidence 
and good will, in order that we may one day 
reap ihe fruits so desired of peaco and 
prosperity. I am still lirm in the position 
which the votes of Iho nation havo made rue 
occupy, notwithstanding all the difficulties, 
and without failing in my duties ; for it is not 
in adverse moments that a true llupsburg 
abandons his post. The majority of tho na- 
tic n eleclcd me to defend its most sacred 
rights against tho enciaies of order, properly 
and irue independence, the Almighty should 
therefore protect us, it being a sacred truth 
tli at ' tho voico of ihe people is the voice of 
God.' This was shown in a miracub us 
manner at the lime of our first national ris- 
ing ; it will be shown in the present regene- 
ration. The great heroes of our country look 
upon our efforts. Let us follow their im- 
mortal examples without vacillation, without 
distrust ; and to ui will then belong the en- 
viable task ol consolidating and crowning Iho 
work of independence which they began 
wilh their precious blood. 

" Mexicans ! long live our independence 
and the memory of its glorious martyrs!"

Judge O'Reilly 
arrived from t'.iat quarter ycslerday, and 
takes the steamer for New Westminster 
to-day.

Thermometer 42. 

Mr Bourbon, a packer from Rock Creek, 
reporls the discovery of rich diggings near 
tho mouth of Similkameen. He brought in 
some of the gold, (l is coarse, and of very 
line quality. Four men mads nine hundred 
dollars in three weeks. Mr Allison leaves 
hero to-day with his pack-train. Thero is 
very litlle snow on the mountain. Several 
men arrived here yesterday on horseback 
from Kootenay.

He re- 
ports Mr Ralph, surveyor, and .Mr Herron.of 
the Herron claim, have discovered very ex- 
tensive diggings between Antler and (Jroiise 
Creeks ; there is great excitement on the 
creeks in regard to this now discovery, and 
over sixty claims were taken up in one day. 
Some of tbe c'aims prospect from two bits 
to a dollar and a half to the pan. two and 
four feet from the surface. 

Qoesnel, Nov. L3.— The following per- 
sons arrived here yesterday from Canon 
Creek: — H. Sutton, J. Mason, Buckley, 
Glover and Morrison.

Big Beud. 

Mr Leckie, o( the Port Yale Company, 
on MuCullough's Creek, Big Bod, arrived 
last night, and reporls that the company have 
BQipended work fur the season. Afior sink- 
. "Ilig thrco shafts they havo succeeded in dis- 
covering prospects sufficient to induce them 
to return in the spring, Tho largest piece 
taken oul of ihe claim weighed S3 12>£. 
The bedrock is pitching, and the company , 
havo not yet got into the channel. Two com- 
panies intend to prospect nil winter, and 
many of the minora appear determined to try 
tho diggings again. Near thu head of Mc- 
OullOUgh'a Greek the Five Dollar Company, 
three men, took out §7000 lor the season's 
work. Not more than 100 men will winter 
in the Big Bond country. There were about 
live feet of snow on tho divide between Sey- 
mour and Steamboat Landing. The Forty- 
Nino was lo make her lust trip lor tho year 
ou tho ltih inlt. 



Swearing in or the Mayor and Conpoiu- 
tion — Mr Maodonald, the Mayor elect, ac- 
companied by tho Councillors oleot, wero 
sworn in ollico yesterday by Chief Justice 
Needuatn. Ex-Muyor Franklin, who accom- 
panied tho party, having surrendered the 
city seal and introduced Mr Macdonald as 
his successor, tho Chief Justico said : " I 
havo watched, Mr Franklin, iho proceedings 
of Iho Council during tho past year, and am 
highly gratified at tho very great improve- 
ment that has taken place. You have filled 
the olfico, though laboring under considerable 
difficulty, with infinite credit. In your ro« 
liioment the city lias lost a most valuable 
olTicor, and I am glad to learn that had you 
so desired it tho citizens would have shown 
a just appreciation ol your ability by again 
elevating you to the position of ftluyor. I 
am buppy, however, to know that you com- 
mit iho seal to tho keeping of a gentleman 
who I recognise as tho choice ol tho city ( 
whoso abilities are' equal to your own, 
and who has ampb luisuro in which to dis- 
charge the duties ol tho office." Ia deliver- 
ing tho seul to Mr Macdonald, His Lordship 
remarked that ihe present was a most critical 
timo iu tho affairs of tho Colony, and that 
much depended on tho ability and fidelity ol 
tho Chief Magistrate of iho city. Tho oath 
of oflico was then adminislered lo Mr Mac- 
donald and the Councillt rs, and the inter- 
view ended. 

Kootenay, — The Hon. Commissioner 
O'Reilly has arrived at Now Westminster. 
Parties coining from Kootenay inform us 
that the Chinese have taken almost entire 
possession of that mining camp. When they 
first presented themselves in the digging? 
aod proposed to purchase claims, tho minors 
wero informed by the Commissioner that so 
long as they reluscd to sell out tu Chinamen 
he would stand by them ; bul should any sell 
to the Chinese he would feel himself bound 
to oxlend all tho rights utid privileges lo 
them which tho law conferred upon free 
miners. The Celestials, however, bid high 
for claims, nnd one after another sold oul lo 
them, many recoiving as high as SI 000 for 
claims, which white men would not have 
paid one-half that sum for, Thus a large 
proportion of tho claims soou changed hands, 
and a Chinese population rapidly took the 
place of Europeans ; and we are told that 
next season will scarcely find ft white man 
there, as tho Chinoso are not only monopo- 
lizing ibe mines, but Irade and commerce 
also. A short timo ago they paid down 
SG000 lor a drove of cattle, and they ure 
buyinc out merchants, butchers, bakers, &0. 
— Columbian. 



Additional from Kootenay and Bio 
Bend. — Mr Stevens, who arrived last even- 
ing from Kootenay, reports that the new shaft 
of tho Deop Shaft Company wa3 down ten 
feet when he left Fishervillc. The weather 
was mild. Oppenhcimer's first train was met 
threo miles this side of Kootenay, and ihe 
others wero within two or three days' journey 
of that place. In crossiug Goat River, two 
of the packers and odo animal wero swept 
away by tho current, The packers were 
saved by catching hold of drift- wood, but the 
horse was lost. Tho total loss of animals by 
the train during tho Irip was only four or 
five. At Forts Shepherd and Colvillo the 
people were quite excited by the discoveries 
on Upper Arrow Lake. About 30 miners 
wero reported at work thero, and one man 
showed our informant some beautiful gold, 
which he said came from the new locality. 



— At a special general 
meeting of tho old members of the Amateur 
Dramatic Association (organized in 1862), 
held yesterday, at the Boomerang Hotel, it. 
was resolved to revive the Soeiely uuder the. 
name of tho Yicloria Amateur Dramatic 
Club. Tho following cllicers were appointed 
by t ho meeting lo conduct the business and 
affairs of tho Club : Lumley Franklin, Esq., 
President ; H. Rushton, Esq., Hon. Treasurer; 
W. A. Harries, Esq., Hon. Secretary, nnd a 
Mannging Committee, consisting of Messrs 
B, P. Griffin, Godfrey Brown, W.J. Calling- 
bam, G. C. Wigham and Chas. Clarke, uf 
which (he President, Treasurer and Secretary 
are ex officio members. The meeting adjourned 
till Wednesday next, at 3:30 p.m., to receive 
tho report of iho Committee and lo adopt 
rules and regulations. 

Homicide at Colville. — Passengers by 
the Enterprise ropirl that about two weeks 
ago Robert Lamphier, Into a store-keeper on 
McCullough Creek, Big Bend, shut acd 
killed a Frenchman at Furl Colville, in self- 
defence. There was had blood between the 
parlies in consequence ol an oid difficulty, 
and tho Frenchman fired a shot-gun at 
Lamphier, the chargu of which took off tho 
latler's ear. Lamphier fired Ihe five bands 
of a revolver at his antagonist, but missed 
him each timo ; he then ran into a store and 
procured a Dorringer pistol, with which he 
returned and shot tlio Frenchman dead A 
Coroner's jury returned a verdict of justifia- 
ble homicide.
